During tho showers t'horo is neither 
cloud or fog in the sky, but the sun is 
scarcely visible, looking vory much as 
when scon through smoked glass.

eyes, uostrile and mouth, and often 
causing serious diseases of tlio eye. 
This dust, or sand, as the people call it, 
penetrates houses, reaching apartmcn's 
vliioh seem securely, closed. It is sup- 
Dosed to como from the great desert of 
Jrobi, as the sand of Sahara is taken up 
>y whirlwinds and omicd hundreds of 
miles away, 


The Chinese, while sensitive to the 


personal discomfort arising from these 
s'lowcrs, arc resigned to thorn from a 
conviction that they arc a groat help to 
agriculture, 
They say that a year of 


numerous sand showers is always u year 
of largo fertility. 
The sand probably 


imparts some onriohing elements to the 
noil, and it also tends to loosen the com- 
pact alluvial matter of tho Chinese val- 
,eys,

A lemon or two thus 
taken ut "tea time," us an entire substi- 
tute foi Iho ordinary "aunnct" of summer, 
would give many n comfortable night's 
sleep ami on awakening niter rest and iu- 
vigornlon with an nppeUto for breakfast 
to which they aro strangers, who will 
have llieir cups of tea, supper of "relish" 
and "cake" anil Tjorries, or poaches and 
cream.
